experienced, tried to imagine what a family with a child 
diagnosed with cancer must have to go through. 

That was when Dow approached Flaherty with 
the idea of raising money for the families of police officers 
with a child battling cancer.

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and the members of Garda Siochana of Ireland. They held 
the first charity golf tournament for Cops for Kids with 
Cancer, and donated the proceeds to children at Mercy 
Hospital. Year after year, more money was raised and 
more hospitals were included in the donations list. 

Dow passed away in 2007 and left a legacy of 
giving - and golf - that has become a tradition for many. 

''John's dream was that every police officer who 
had a child with cancer would be taken care of," said 
Flaherty. Eventually, with more funds available, the 
charity spread across New England and to other families 
with children battling cancer, not just necessarily those of 
police officers. 

Now, a single family receives $5,000 from the 
organization, and it has donated $5,000 to a total of 330 
families over the years. One hundred-percent of the 
proceeds go to the families. 

"And everyone's a volunteer," said Flaherty. 
"Nobody [volunteering] gets a dime." 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons said this 
was the first charity golf tournament the Mattapoisett 
Police Officer's Association has held in several years. 

"We used to have it 15 years ago, but we 
stopped," said Lyons. "The interest waned." 

Patrolmen Turner Ryan and Adalberto "Junior" 
Cardoso thought it would be fun to renew the golf 
tournament tradition and spearheaded the charity golf 
tournament effort, choosing Cops for Kids with Cancer as

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Wurts purchased on the Internet brightens the energy- 
efficient LED lights every night. 

"You couldn't have done this a few years ago," 
said Wurts. "There's a thousand lights out there, and it 
draws only seven watts of power." 

The lights on Little Island glimmer and gleam, 
reflecting off the black, nighttime surface of the water like 
a Christmas dream, mesmerizing the couple every night 
after dark. 

"Instead of sitting by our fireplace in the winter, 
we sit here and watch our lights," said Wurts. 

And what do the couple's neighbors think about 
the lights of Little Island? 

"They all love it," said Wurts, pointing out that 
many of his neighbors string up lights along their houses 
and flag poles, but not like the little trees on Little Island - 
that is something special to Wurts and Lacause. 

Residents that live along the waterfront have 
been calling him up and wondering what is going on, 
remarking on the beauty of the lights in the middle of the 
harbor. 

Wurts said one person recently told him that the 
lights on Little Island guided his vessel safely into the 
harbor one night, since the Coast Guard had turned off 
the lighted buoys for the winter. 

"They must have been very surprised [by 
the lights]," said Wurts. "They aren't marked on the 
navigational chart." 

Wurts and Lacause used a 16-foot boat hook and 
tediously got the lights strung onto the trees - trees that 
had been growing back since Hurricane Bob blew away 
the older ones that once stood on the island 23 years ago. 

"It's already survived three 40-knot storms," said 
Wurts, although a week of stormy weather lay ahead to 
test the durability of the couple's display. Hopefully, by

Local Man is a World Champion

Marcio Silva of Marion still cannot believe it. For 
him, being regarded as the best Brazilian Jiu-jitsu fighter 
in his division in the world still feels like a dream. How 
was it possible that he could go from an overweight 
worker stuck in an unfulfilling job to first place winner 
in the International Brazilian Jiu Jitsu Federation World 
Championship and living his dream of owning his own

martial arts school? 

"Because anybody can achieve what they put 
their mind to, pretty much,'' said Silva. ''Jiu-jitsu changed 
my life and way of thinking for the better." 

When Silvia, 41, was five years old he began 
to learn Judo until he was 15. By the time he reached 
adulthood, he had stopped practicing Judo, got married, 
had two children, and worked at his family's local rental 
company. 

"I just didn't have time to do anything," said 
Silva, although the Ultimate Fighting Championship 
(UFC) had piqued his interest and he heard about 
Brazilian Jiu-jitsu, which appealed to him. "I was 240 
pounds overweight, so I said, 'I have to do something 
about this.'" 

He took a class in 2008 and immediately found 
his calling. 

For those who are unfamiliar with Brazilian Jiu- 
jitsu, it is more than a martial art. BJJ is also considered a 
sport and a self-defense system with a focus on grappling 
and floor fighting. But for those who practice BJJ, it 
enhances physical fitness and builds character. It is a 
lifestyle, a way of existence. 

"I tried a free class, and I never stopped doing it," 
said Silva. "I just grabbed onto it and fell in love with it." 

Silva trained hard, with unwavering effort, and 
quickly progressed from white belt to blue belt to purple 
and to brown - a process that takes, on average, eight

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to ten years with hard work and consistent training. But 
Silva did it in about half the time, starting his first class in 
2008 and then winning the world championship just six 
years later in 2014. 

He trained with some of the best BJJ instructors in 
the world, traveling to Brazil and across the globe to work 
with other World Champions like Caio Terra, Marcelo 
Garcia, Ruben ''Cobrinha'' Charles, and Andre ''Dedeco'' 
Almeida. 

He competed in several competitions every year 
and eventually began coaching children aged five to ten, 
as well as adults, and opened his own training center in 
New Bedford called Xcel Brazilian Jiu Jitsu. 

It was not an easy road for Silva, though. He said 
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his regular daytime job was really getting in the way of 
his training and competitions, which was discouraging 
for him. He experienced a few injuries along the way, too. 
Nothing terribly serious, said Silva, but there was pain 
that came with the gain. 

"If you're not getting injured, you're not working 
hard enough,'' said Silva. 

Silva entered competitions and, win after win, 
started to make a name for himself. He even won first 
place in the absolute blue belt division of one competition. 
Silva, at 160 pounds, beat a fellow blue belt weighing 270 
pounds. 

In 2013, Silva joined the IBJJF World 
Championship in Long Beach California and lost during 
his first round of fighting. He had no idea that next 
year in 2014, he would be walking away as the World 
Champion. 

He flew out unaccompanied to Long Beach this 
year, alone, wondering to himself, "How am I going to 
do this?" Other fighters arrived with their entourages, 
friends, and families. Silva, although on his own, knew 
his wife Carla and children Marciano, 18, and Cay la, 16, 
were cheering him on, waiting for updates online from 
the IBJJF website, which lost its live feed during the fight. 

Round after round, match after match, Silva 
fought his way to the top to that incredible moment 
on November 2 when he was announced IBJJF World 
Champion. 

"Wow!" said Silva. "It was a shock!" He said he 
just kept questioning reality. Is it real? Am I dreaming? 
Could this be real? 

It is still just starting to set in for Silva. He said 
Brazilian Jiu Jitsu has humbled him, given him confidence 
- changed his life. 

"Now all of a sudden I have a school, I'm a 
fighter," said Silva. "I'm blessed, pretty much. I'm really 
blessed." 

Silva said, modestly, he expects his BJJ Master 
Dedeco will award Silva with a black belt in the next 
couple of weeks. He is anticipating competing in the IBJJF 
World Championship in 2015 as a black belt. Until then, 
Silva will continue on with his mission of competing and 
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teaching BJJ at Xcel. 

"I am going to keep coaching people. What it 
(BJJ) does for peoples' lives is just amazing. It just changes 
you," said Silva. "I want them to experience what I 
experienced, and achieve what I achieved . . . that's what 
Fm after." 

Wastewater Woe in Marion 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Members of the Marion Board of Selectmen were 
concerned December 9 about a draft National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit issued 
by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency that would 
essentially eliminate the Town's use of the Marion 
Wastewater Treatment Plant Sewage Lagoons. 

The problem, stated Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, is that Marion's sewer plant was designed and 
built around the utilization of the three large sewage 
lagoons located at the end of Benson Brook Road. 

"This is going to be very problematic, to say the 
least," said Dawson, calling the news startling. 

Dawson said engineers for the Town have been 
busy since last Friday reviewing the matter and engaging 
in teleconferences with state EPA officials in an effort to 
understand new water quality levels that Dawson said 
were far below the levels even the latest technology could 
produce. Dawson said he did not know if this was due to 
an oversight in the preparation of the preliminary draft 
NPDES permit, and only time will tell as new information 
reaches his office. 

"We've known for a long time that this was 
coming," said Dawson, avoiding the minutia of the 
technical aspects of the draft NPDES permit for the time 
being. However, if the Town was compelled to cease the 
use of the sewage lagoons, Dawson said it would cost 
roughly $10 million to replace it, costing more than the 
current facility cost to build. 

"It's not surprising," said Chairman Jonathan 
Henry. He said that although he feels the Town has made 
advancements relative to the sewage system, "technology 
doesn't stand still."

Dawson asked the selectmen to authorize him 
to request that the EPA grant an extension of the public 
comment period from 30 days to 180 days, but he said he 
would settle for 90 days. The board approved Dawson's 
request. 

In other news, the Board of Assessors, during 
its annual classification hearing, told selectmen that the 
tax rate will remain unchanged for the coming year, 
with one flat tax rate to continue for both residential and 
commercial. 

'It makes no sense to change it/' said Town Clerk 
Ray Pickles. Selectman Stephen Gushing concurred, and 
Henry commented that businesses would be adversely 
affected by a shift of the tax burden from residents to 
businesses during a time when it is ''trying to promote it." 

Also during the meeting, selectmen declined to 
act on the approval of a conservation restriction for 105 
Aliens Point Road, wanting to know more details about 
any negative impacts - 

aside from a loss of tax revenue - that could result. 
Doug Watson, one of the joint owners of his 
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family's inherited property, asked the board to approve 
a conservation restriction that would prohibit any future 
development on the waterfront property, but selectmen 
were reluctant to make a motion before taking the matter 
under consideration. 

Several parties spoke in favor of the request, 
including Marion Conservation Commission Chairman 
Norman Hills and Sippican Lands Trust President Chris 
Bryant; however, all three selectmen were hung up on 
any possible legal repercussions, asking for an opinion 
from town counsel to determine to what extent the public 
would benefit from an approval. 

"Fve never asked for a legal opinion on 
conservation restrictions,'' stated Dawson, clarifying 
that this was not a legal decision, rather a public policy 
decision. 

Mark Robinson, executive director at the Compact 
of Cape Cod Conservation Trusts, speaking on behalf of 
Watson, pointed out that the conservation restriction is in 
alignment with Marion's Open Space & Recreation Plan of 
preserving the natural resources of the town. 

Despite all the advocating in favor of the 
conservation restriction, when Henry called for a motion 
to approve, Cushing and Selectman Jody Dickerson shook 
their heads no. The board will take the matter under 
further advisement and possibly add it to the agenda of 
an upcoming joint meeting of the Tri-Town Selectmen 
scheduled for December 15 at 7:00 pm in the ORR Media 
Room to discuss Comcast contract negotiations. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for December 30 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Pedestrians, Sidewalks, Trees ... and Cats 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

What do walking trails, sidewalks, bike paths, 
trees and pedestrians have in common? If you ask Bonne 
DaSousa, just about everything would be her answer. 

DaSousa came before the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen during the December 9 meeting and 
outlined the need to establish a new committee to 
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develop a "Complete Streets Certification Program/' as 
recommended by the Southeast Regional Planning & 
Economic Development District. 

DaSousa recently attended a SRPEDD conference 
on the Complete Streets Program, a program that would 
accommodate pedestrians and bicyclists and would be 
funded by federal and state money to the tune of $50 
million dollars. 

She suggested dividing the town into sectors, 
each one with its own subcommittee, which would look 
at the pedestrian needs of their sector, the current state of 
trails and sidewalks, as well as future needs, wants and 
desires. These subcommittees would then come together 
to share information and work on the larger full-town

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

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plan. 

And there are many challenges. DaSousa noted 
the gaps in the network of walking trails in land trust 
parcels and public lands, the bike path, and sidewalks, as 
well as difficulties presented by Route 6 and North Street, 
both of which are major traffic corridors with significant 
pedestrian movement. 

DaSousa said it would take some years to fully 
implement a Complete Streets Plan that could connect 
the village with the north side of town with the coastal 
areas and so forth, but that a plan was necessary for 
Mattapoisett to get in line for funding. 

Selectman Paul Silva suggested that the best 
way to start would be to bring this new committee under 
the Bike Path Committee. Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne suggested that Highway Superintendent Barry 
Denham be part of this new committee given his expertise 
and knowledge of all things roads. 

DaSousa will bring the information back to the 
next meeting of the Bike Path Committee. This 
topic tied in to Gagne' s report on the work of the Tree 
Committee. He said a recent survey of Main Street, 
Water Street, Beacon Street, and Marion Road had been 
conducted and that the Tree Committee was asked to 
evaluate all the trees along these roads. 

Not a small task, he said. The Tree Committee's 
report was then given to the state engineers the town has 
been working with for their comments. Once the state has 
completed its review, public hearings would be conducted 
to give the general public opportunity to understand the 
work that was needed along these historic streets. 

Gagne said the town needed to have a 25 percent 
completed design for the village re-development plan 
in order to be eligible for Transportation Improvement 
Program funding. Silva asked Denham when the 
road design would be completed. Denham said that first 
they needed to complete the storm water management 
plan, a critical component to roadway improvement in the 
village areas. He said that Field Engineering was nearing 
completion of that portion of the design work and then 
they would move into the roadways and sidewalks. He 
anticipated the 25 percent design to be done within the

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next 12 months. 

Tree Warden Roland Cote was on hand as Gagne 
spoke to the pruning and tagging of trees and limbs 
that NSTAR has been doing along scenic roadways 
throughout town. Gagne said that he and Cote went on a 
field trip and found many trees tagged for either complete 
removal or heavy pruning. He and Cote were alarmed 
and concerned that without oversight by the Town, the 
subcontracted tree cuttings might be too harsh, leaving 
behind damaged trees. 

Gagne said the Planning Board needed to be 
involved, along with the Tree Committee and Cote, to 
ensure that the town comes up with a plan supported by 
good documentation so that they could work more closely 
with the NSTAR arborist. 

The federal government is now fining utilities if 
it can prove that poor management of trees within their 
easements were the cause of electrical outages during 
storm events. Gagne will send a letter to NSTAR advising 
it of the need to work closely with the Town during 
pruning operations. 

'T know how much this community loves their 
trees," said Gagne. "We need to make sure what we do is 
right and not over-kill." 

Kathy Costello, principal assessor, addressed the 
board upon the request of Silva to share with the public 
the work just completed on updated tax classification and 
the hearing that had preceded the selectmen's meeting. 

She said that over the past year, her team 
reviewed the town's tax base and rate schedule. The 
end result is that the new rate is set at $13 per thousand 
without a split rate. Costello said that Mattapoisett is 
about 95 percent residential versus commercial, and a 
split rate would have put a burden on the small number 
of businesses in town. The new rate is 2.2 percent higher 
than last year. 

Earlier in the meeting when the board was 
discussing streets and sidewalks, Silva had asked Costello 
if the GIS system could be overlaid with the FEMA flood 
plain maps. She said they were, but at the present time, 
that was not available to the public. 

Silva questioned why not and insisted it was

One Thing Leads To Another 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 

Highway Superintendent Barry Denham came 
to the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission meeting 
on December 8 to discuss the application filed by Field 
Engineering for the removal of the decrepit culvert on 
Acushnet Road. But, as oftentimes is the case, one thing 
leads to another. 

Denham told the commission that it was 
important to remove the culvert before winter storms 
cause more damage and that if the headwalls of the 
culvert should collapse, a much bigger problem might 
follow - flooding of the surrounding area. He will return 
in two weeks with more information on the work needed. 

His attendance gave him the opportunity to bring 
up another issue - the Brandt Island Road subdivision. 

Denham reported that he witnessed street 
construction taking place on Nantucket Drive that he 
believed was in violation of orders from the Conservation 
Commission and the Planning Board. He said the road 
had been extended another 250 feet beyond the existing 
road; however, drainage problems should have been

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addressed before more road work took place, he said. 

ConCom Chairman Bob Rogers told Denham that 
the Planning Board had jurisdiction over the roadwork 
and the drainage system, but Denham countered by 
saying, "Boards should work together ... I believe it's 
important for [boards] to know what is going on - on 
these projects.'' 

Rogers tried to truncate the topic, but Denham 
said, "I thought it was prudent to bring it up." Rogers 
said he was not willing to continue without the developer 
being present. 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold 
confirmed to Rogers that reclamation areas should have 
been completed before more roadwork was done and that 
it was part of their Order of Conditions. Denham was 
thanked for his report. 

Daniel Eilertsen of 20 Water Street, represented by 
Engineer David Davignon, came before the commission 
regarding an 82-foot landscape wall. The dry-laid 
stone wall received a negative determination, but the 
applicant was asked to call the conservation office when 
construction began. 

Daniel Oliver, 40 Water Street, also represented 
by Davignon, filed a Notice of Intent to provide beach 
nourishment consisting of the placement of 25 cubic 
yards of beach sand above the mean high water line. 
Oliver received a standard Order of Conditions and must 
provide grain analysis for every repeated fill in the future.

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James and Debra Jones, 3 Cove Street, represented 
by Engineer Richard Charon, came before the commission 
with their Notice of Intent to raze the existing dwelling 
and construct a new single-family home, pile-supported 
with a velocity zone foundation. The Joneses have 
purchased additional land abutting the original lot, giving 
them additional footage to construct a slightly larger 
structure. They received an Order of Conditions and must 
also plant additional beach grass patches on the property. 

Charon also represented Blue Wave, LLC with 
their continued Request for an Amended Order of 
Conditions for a solar farm on Crystal Spring Road due to 
storm water management plans that had to be changed. 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection mandated that the applicant use newer 
storm water calculations that require all acreage covered 
by solar panels be considered non-permeable. This is a 
change in policy for the MassDEP and came as a surprise 
to the applicant. Blue Wave had asked for clarification 
of the change, but instead received a response that the 
regulations are 'evolving' and thus the new calculations 
were necessary. 

They developed a new plan that seems to make 
the water volume more than the system can handle. 

"It's a numbers game," said Rogers. He said 
the plan modifications made the numbers look more 
conservative. He assured those in attendance that the plan 
would be more than adequate to handle water in spite of

Rogers did not think a new Order of Conditions 
was necessary because that the conditions already in 
place were sufficient, but he would have liked a letter 
from the DEP acknowledging that they initiated the 
change. Charon said that, although such a letter had been 
requested, the DEP had thus far been unresponsive. 

In the absence of a letter from the DEP, the 
commission requested that Town Engineer Gary James 
review the updated calculations to confirm their accuracy. 
Blue Wave produced a check in the amount of $1,000 to 
cover those additional costs. 

Previously, the area underneath solar panels was 
considered a permeable area by the DEP for the purposes

students and teachers is currently a priority. She referred 
to "waves of training'' that will be forthcoming.

the Advanced Placement (AP) Honor Roll and how it is 
never too early to encourage young learners to consider 
participating in AP classes in high school. 

Talk to your students and children, suggested 
Frangos. Make AP classes part of the conversation and 
plant the seed to succeed "and to believe in themselves 
with that mindset that they can achieve. . 

Frangos said the central administration is looking 
for ways to assess what the school is doing well, in 
regards to the AP program, and how it can move forward 
and expand to include more Special Education students 
with lEPs and 504 Plans. 

"Because everybody can succeed at AP," said 
Frangos. 

Also during the meeting, discussion of Marion's 
40B housing development was brief due to the limited 
information available at the time of the meeting. The 
lottery was to be held that same night as the meeting, and 
White reported that after reviewing the data available 
from the families' applications, there lies the potential 
for 35 school-age children to move into the Marion 
School District. How many will actually move in was still 
unknown at the time.

Flextime entails breaking classes into smaller 
groups according to student learning levels, to work with 
different teachers within their grade on different subjects 
during the day. The only challenge to getting this off 
the ground, says Medeiros, will be how to fit it into the 
schedule. 

"Because any struggle in every school is time," 
Medeiros said during the December 4 Rochester School 
Committee meeting. 

Medeiros said another approach to raising 
standardized test scores would be a consistent curriculum 
throughout the school for cohesion as students transition 
to each grade level. 

"We do not have a consistently aligned rigorous 
. . . curriculum in line," said Medeiros. Teachers of 
grades K through 2 have been "pulling from different 
areas," while grades 3 and up have been following one 
curriculum. Medeiros said one consistent curriculum 
throughout every grade level would assist along with 
flextime. 

"[Flextime] is an explanation of the pronounced 
skill (in other schools)," stated Assistant Superintendent 
Elise Frangos. 

Medeiros said RMS had flextime as part of the 
school day back in 2007 to 2009 before the new school 
building was built, and added that the effect of the 
absence of flextime is reflected in the school's lower 
MCAS scores. 

"Collaborative intervention is important," said 
School Committee Chairman Sharon Hartley. 

Medeiros did state that they should expect 
another possible dip in scores with the new PARCC exam 
this year, but any decrease in test scores will not count 
against the school during the pilot run of the assessment. 

In other matters, the committee voted to approve 
the renegotiation of the lease for the private preschool 
now renting space at RMS. 

Program Director Janet Gauvin asked the 
committee if she could change the terms of her lease 
and return to the initial rate of $1,000 per month for the 
next six months of the lease, which increased to $1,500 in 
November as per the lease and is set to increase again to

Medeiros said the new program has taken longer 
than expected to procure a significant number of students. 
The goal is to register 25 students, and the program 
currently has 15. 

'It's hard to predict the enrollment data when 
you're trying to start a program like this," said Medeiros. 

"It's a good use of space," said School Committee 
member Jennifer Kulak. "It's early on in the business. We 
should extend it out there." 

Also during the meeting, Rochester School 
Committee members had their chance to try a little 
coding on code.org with the new Chromebooks the Old 
Rochester Regional School District purchased (three- 
year lease to own) this year. Some committee members 
doubted their own abilities to effectively complete the 
basic coding activities, but soon surprised themselves and 
lost themselves in the fun. 

"Can't get 'em back," said Superintendent White, 
unable to regain the attention of the committee members 
who were laughing and enjoying the Chromebooks. "And 
this is exactly what your kids will do." White said he had 
his grandchildren experiment with the website and they 
also enjoyed it. "It's better than babysitting," joked White. 

The committee is also excited about the recent 
improvements to the ORR School District and RMS 
websites with new Web Coordinator Erin Ptaszenski's 
assistance over the past month.

School Committee Learns to Code 

Mattapoisett School Committee 
By Jean Perry 

The angry bird and pig that have recently 
made their way to other Tri-Town school committee 
meetings came to Mattapoisett on December 8 during a 
demonstration of the new Chromebooks students will be 
using, as well as the website code.org on which students 
will be learning how to code. 

Students throughout Tri-Town, along with other 
students across the country, will be committing to the 
"Hour of Code'' each week, and now Mattapoisett School 
Committee members understand what exactly students 
will be doing - having a ball and amazing themselves as 
they progress through different levels of coding activities 
aimed at introducing students to computer programming. 

Superintendent Doug White told committee 
members to "make the angry bird chase the pig,'' and 
following a few keyboard strokes, that familiar sound of 
angry bird garble was followed by smiles and laughter. 

"You just wrote your first line of code," White 
told School Committee Chairman James Higgins. 

"That's funny," said Higgins. 

The district has recently purchased 345 new 
Chromebooks for students to use within all four school 
districts, and the Chromebooks will also be utilized 
during the new online PARCC exam that will replace the 
MCAS. 

White said the addition of the new Chromebooks 
addresses one of the technology goals in the Strategic 
Plan, calling for more 1:1 personal devices to be integrated 
into the curriculum. 

"I think it provides a whole new set of tools ... to 
work collaboratively within the classrooms," said White. 

Also during the meeting. Business Administrator 
Patrick Spencer told the School Committee that 
playground repairs and the installation of the new 
fence around the playground at Center School would 
be completed before December 19, and the RFP calling 
for bids to repair the playground surfacing at Old 
Hammondtown School opens December 30.

girls who are very quick on their feet and can get up and 
down the court/'

Wild. Starring Reese Witherspoon and Laura Dern. 
Directed by Jean-Marc Vallee. Running time: 115 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Pushing forty now (she turns 39 next March), 
Reese Witherspoon has long since shed the girlishness she 
had in early, attention-getting performances in Freeway 
and Election. She still has the drive, though, and in Wild 
we don't question whether her character, Cheryl Strayed, 
will see her impossible goal through. Strayed, who wrote 
about her adventure in an acclaimed memoir, set out 
in 1995 to hike the Pacific Crest Trail despite having no 
backpacking experience. Strayed did this in part to get 
out of her own suffering head, after losing her mom to 
cancer and wallowing in annihilating grief. The way 
Witherspoon plays it, the hike is almost just one more 
way for Cheryl, an intelligent but complexly miserable 
woman, to punish herself. 

Wild was an Oprah-approved book, and the 
Oprah website offers more than twenty inspirational 
quotes from its pages, but the movie is rather short on 
bromides. There are some here and there, but mainly 
the film respects the intractability of despair. Whatever 
positive meaning Cheryl's mother Bobbi (Laura Dern) 
might have wanted Cheryl to take from it, Bobbi still died 
at 45 without having found her own life. Dern, though, 
gives us a woman who lunges at any shard of joy or 
freedom, and makes Bobbins positivity seem more tough- 
minded than depression or nihilism. Cheryl walks, she 
tells us, in hopes that she will meet in herself the woman 
her mother raised her to be. We may not doubt that 
Cheryl will finish the hike, but we're not at all sure what 
kind of woman she will meet at the end of it. 

Overflowing with rich but unsentimental scenery, 
the movie benefits from clear-eyed direction by Jean- 
Marc Vallee, whose Dallas Buyers Club last year shared 
Wild's compassion for flawed Americans and certainty 
that people will behave with kindness given the chance. 
Cheryl encounters a lot of men on her journey, not all of 
whom seem nice, though the first guy she runs into looks 
like a creep but ends up offering her a meal and a shower. 




(No strings attached; he's contentedly married.) Cheryl 
is no prude: part of what she's trying to escape is her 
period of anguished, drugged-out promiscuity. The movie 
doesn't judge her for that ~ it simply allows that Cheryl 
has burned through it into a need for something purer. 

Wild is the third movie to be released this year 
about a woman who goes solo walkabout; there was 
also Tracks, based on another desert-hike memoir, and 
the underseen Redwood Highway. Of the three. Wild has 
the obvious Oscar push behind it, but I prefer Redwood 
Highway and Shirley Knight's lovely performance in it, 
as a kind of Cheryl Strayed forty years later. Still, Wild is 
decent enough as a bookend piece to Dallas Buyers Club, 
with a drifting, trippy-melancholic tone governed by 
Simon and Garfunkel's "El Condor Pasa" (with its binary 
"I'd rather be a... than a..." construction). Cheryl keeps 
pursuing her mom, hallucinating her at times, but to 
where is Bobbi trying to guide her? We have a good idea 
where she wants to steer Cheryl away from, but towards 
what? 

At the end, Cheryl tells us that later on, after the 
narrative ends, she will marry a man and have two kids. 
This is fine, if it was what Cheryl chose and wanted in 
actual life; but why seal the movie with reassurances that 
Cheryl finally got off the trail of solitude and became a 
mom just like her dear old (young) mom? Do we need 
that? Does the movie? I say we don't and it doesn't; it 
carries the unattractive implication that all an unhappy 
woman needs are the right man and a couple of babies. 
I'm sure that's not what Witherspoon (also one of the 
producers) intended. Right? Or is it not reassurance at all, 
but a kind of warning? I'll need to mull it over; Wild is not 
generally a movie that says a man, or anything else, will 
fix whatever ails a woman.
